Mr. Eshkol will remain 
on record as having made 
faithful and courageous at- 
tempts to somehow bridge 
the gulf. It does not mat- 
ter that he misjudged Mr 
Ben-Gurion’s determina- 
tion to have the problem 
sifted by legal experts ra- 
ther than political parti- 
sans. As goon as it was no 
longer possible to avoid 
the clear issue that either 
Mr. Lavon must resign o1 
else Mr. Ben-Gurion would 
efuse to remain as head 
of the Government, he had 
made his decision, for on 
this question he is unlike- 
ly to have harboured 
doubts at any time. Indeed. 
there are probably not 
more than a handful of 
Mapai members who 
would have been willing to 
allow Mr. Ben-Gurion to 
resign had it depended on 
them. and not more than 
the same handful who 
would have failed to sup- 
port the earlier proposal 
for a simple vote of cen- 
sure on Mr. Lavon for his 
attacks on the party and 
some of ite members. More 
than a third of the Centra! 
Committee members voted 
against the actual dismis- 
sal of Mr. Lavon. most of 
them arguing. as did Mr 
Moshe Sharett. that there 
was no need for this ex- 
treme step. and that there 
are other methods of re- 
turning to normalcy. 


However confused the 
issue has become in the 
minds of the public, there 
must be relief that some- 
thing. at least, has been 
settled. Further, there 
must be satisfaction that 
any progress that has been 
made has come as the re- 
sult of a sober debate 
within properly convened 
Party ies, and of a 
sober vote. it is only part 
of the extraordinarily .dis- 
torted picture that has 
grown up around the “Af- 
fair” that there has been 
criticism even of the fact 
that it was decided to 
make the vote in the Cen- 
tral Committee a secret 
one, which is the accepted 
form of democratic deci- 
sion. This may certainly 
have enabled some people 
wo vote against Mr. Lavon 
because they judged the 
issue of the Government to 
be more important al- 
though they had been too 
much identified with Mr. 
Lavon's point of view | 
viously to have wish to 
do so openiy; but it also 
enabled anyone who wish- 
ed to do s0 to vote against 
Mr. Ben-Gurion. It is per-
